A telegram stating that there is a 
' ‘general ru m o r’ 
that short 
term 
notes will be issued by the govern­ 
ment this spring instead of the 
authorized Liberty Bond.-, was re­ 
ceived 
today by 
W . M. 
W hitson, 
president of the Seymour National 
Bank. The telegram did not propose 
to give authentic and official inform­ 
ation but was designed to keep the 
local bank informed as to the cur­ 
rent rumors. 
There has been con­ 
siderable discussion relative to the 
plan that will be followed in float­ 
ing the next Liberty Loan. 
It is 
understood, however, that in case 
the short term notes are i-sued in­ 
stead of bonds, as heretofore, the 
various banks 
will be 
expected to 
take up their quotas the same as 
in the Liberty Loan drives. 
Because of the general interest in 
the proposed new loan the following 
dispatch 
from Washington 
which 
goes into some detail is reprinted: 
Short-term 
notes, 
maturing 
in 
from one to five years may be offer­ 
ed in the forthcoming liberty loan 
campaign 
instead 
of 
long-term 
bonds, under a tentative agreement 
reached by 
the House 
Ways and 
Means Committee to fix the terms of 
the loan bv legislation rather than 
to give 
Secretary Gla>s 
wide dis­ 
cretionary powers to determine them. 
Secretary G la s s ’s statement, issued 
after announcement

lows:

The requirements of the 
Treasury are Imperative and cannel 
be financed without such a campaign.

discussion by the middle of April, 
when the German delegates will be 
summoned. 
The delegates are hope­ 
ful of completing the peace settle­ 
ment by June. 
The length to which the sessions 
will continue after the Germans are 
called in, i- problematical, though 
the delegates are hopeful of action 
by the peace settlement -by June al­ 
lowing for delays that possibly may 
be necessitated by the Germans de­ 
siring to refer certain questions to 
their government. 
In 
the meantime 
discussion 
of 
b o u n d a r ie s , in which the allied ikiw- 
ers are concerned, will continue, but 
it is. not necessary that an agree­ 
ment will have been reached before 
the preliminary peace is presented. 
The committee- on responsibility 
fur the war was reported today to be 
encountering difficulties in consider­ 
ing the case of the former kaiser, as 
there is no precedent on which to 
proceed.

19.—Georges 
Clemenceau, premier of France, was 
shot and slightly wounded by a boy 
named Cottin, as he entered a motor 
car in front 
of his residence this 
morning. 
His assailant was arrest­ 
ed. “I f s nothing,” was the “Tiger’s” 
only comment after he was walked 
back to the house unassisted. 
The 
assailant 
was said 
to be a 
well 
known anarchist. 
According to information at noon, 
the bullet 
lodged- iii 
Clenemceau’s 
back, 
near the 
spine, and 
it was 
feared the wound was more danger­ 
ous than at first announced, especial­ 
ly because of the danger of diabetes 
developing. 
News of the attack on Clemenceau 
was flashed to President Wilson by 
wiriess. 
The American peace dele­ 
gate* called at the residence during 
the day. 
All conferences were can­ 
celled. 
As Clemenceau was seating him­ 
self in his 
limousine, 
Cottin sud­ 
denly 
sprang 
forward 
and 
fired 
eight shots from a pistol. 
Six hit 
the front of the car. Two penetrated 
the 
glass door, 
one striking 
the 
premier on the inner side of the right 
arm. near the shoulder, inflicting a 
lle.-h wound. 
A policeman grabbed Cottin, an­ 
other 
whose identity is 
not yet 
known rushed to Cottin’s assistance. 
A crowd quickly gathered and a t­ 
tacked the two men who were bat­ 
tlin g with 
the ploiceman. 
Cottin 
was badly mauled and the police­ 
man was slightly wounded. 
A telephone call was sent to Col. 
House 
announcing 
the 
premier’s 
wound 
would 
prevent 
him 
from 
keeping an engagement which he had 
with House aud Foreign Secretary 
Balfour. 
The premier’s brother said 
the wound is not serious at present 
and the only danger would be from 
possible infection. 
Clemenceau as permanent chair­ 
man of 
the peace congress 
is the 
biggest figure in Europe at present. 
"The Tiger” 
was born in 
1841, 
during the reign of Louis Phillippe. 
He became a fighting republican dur­ 
ing Napoleon Ups reign. 
As a boy he preached republican­ 
ism to the peasants about his birth­ 
place 
in 
Vendee, 
southwestern 
France, which was then a royalist 
center. 
He was often greeted with 
pitchforks. 
After studying medicine, Clemen- 
ceau went to England and later to 
the United States where he visited 
every city of importance and studied 
American institutions. 
He speaks 
English fluently.

TIME FOR SEEDING CLOVER 
IS RAPIDLY APPROACHING

Advice as to Best Manner of 
Gettiing Stand.

The time fo r seeding Hover i- now 
a t hand 
or 
rapidly 
approaching. 
During the pa.-t year, due perhaps in 
p art to the desire to produce larger 
quantities of grain and in part to 
the increased price of seed, a -m ai­ 
ler acreage than usual w a- -eeded 
down to grass. 
Clover seed is high­ 
er in price now than 
it 
was 
last 
year, and there is no reason to ex­ 
pect a reduction t Iii- -eason. 
Ne­ 
cessary quantities should therefore, 
be purchased at once if 
they have 
not already been secured. 
In buy­ 
ing, special attention should be paid 
to quality. 
A high-priced lot may 
be cheaper than a low-priced one. 
F o r example, if one lot costs $43 a 
hundred pound- and contains 99 per 
cent, 
of pure seed, of which 95 tier 
cent, 
will grow, 
tilers 
will be 94 
pounds of pure Viable seed in every 
hundred. 
This 94 pounds will there­ 
fore, cost 47.8 cents a pound. 
An­ 
other lot selling for a $35 a hundred 
may contain 90 
per 
cent, of pure 
seed, of which 
80 
per 
cent, will 
grow. 
This lot then has 72 pounds 
of pure viable 
seed 
in a hundred 
pounds, and 
this 
72 
pounds xviii 
cost the buyer 48.G cents a pound. 
On the other hand, a lot costing $40 
and containing 95 per cent, of pure 
seed, of which 90 per cent, will grow, 
will contain 85.5 
pounds 
of good 
seed to the hundred, and will cost 
the consum er 46.7 cents for every 
pound of good seed. 
Have the seed 
tested and he ready to act early and 
intelligently. 
in general, it is well to -ow alsike 
clover mixed with the red clover, a

It is much 
easier to secure

than of red clover, so the adm ixture 
of alsike usually insures a partial 
stand a t least.

for red clover is 8 to IO pounds nu 
acre and for alsike about 6 pounds. 
It is evident th a t the am ount of seed 
necessary to get 
a 
stan d can be 
greatly reduced if methods can be 
used that will insure the survival of 
a larger percentage of the seedlings. 
Several m ethods assist m aterially in 
obtaining 
a 
stand, particularly in 
wheat, and the following are recom­ 
mended : 
Sow a t the m ost favorable time a- 
regards soil condition and cover the 
seed by sowing and then harrowing 
or by harrow ing both before and a f ­ 
ter sowing, or 
the 
clover m ay be 
sown with a disk drill. 
By any one 
of the methods 
any 
injury to the 
wheat or timothy sown in the wheat 
is negligible. 
lf barnyard m anure is available it 
will greatly 
assist 
in 
securing a 
stand, even when the clover seed has 
been sow n on the snow covering or 
on the 
w heat without 
harrowing. 
S traw is likewise 
very 
useful, but 
less efficient 
than manure. 
Either 
the m anure 
or 
the straw 
assists 
largely by 
reducing 
the 
alternate 
puddling and baking of the soil sur-l 
face and thus protecting the seed­ 
li n g from destruction.

terest— 4*4 per cent, was suggested 
— and be exempt from normal in­ 
come tax levies; the fourth would be 
exempt from taxation up to a certain 
amount. 
These terms have not been defined, 
but Treasury officials said the pro­ 
posed alternatives would satisfy the 
Treasury Department. 
They cover 
all the 
possible terms 
which the 
Treasury might 
choose even 
if it 
had broad discretion, it was explain­ 
ed. 
In denomination the notes prob­ 
ably would 
correspond with

liberty loans, 
ranging from $50 up. 


Members of the committee felt this 
would permit of as wide a scale as 
in previous campaigns because the 
short-term notes would prove mort* 
attractive to the small investors.

William and Mary 
Style 


When Mary became Queen of England in 1689, her Dutch 
husband became King. 
Then Dutch influences became strong­ 
ly felt, and finally they prevailed. The Dutch workmen copied 
Dutch styles, and made changes in old former pieces which 
finally produced a style and type of furniture which was nailed 
after the King and Queen—William and Mary. 


This style was really a marker of the beginning of the 
Queen Anne period, but it has distinct features of its own 
which succeed in placing it in the separate classification which 
it takes. 


Turned legs, and under-framing mark this style, while tho 
“inverted bell or bowl” identifies it for a great many people. 
Arched tops on cabinets and mirrors were prevalent in the 
days of William and Mary, and the modern style carries such 
tops frequently.
